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The fourth edition of the Women’s 
Resource Catalogue draws together 
a listing of print and audio-visual 
materials about women’s equality 
issues which have been produced 
with assistance from the Women’s 
Program of the Department of the 
Secretary of State. While many new 
concerns have arisen over the past 
years, this fourth edition reflects 
the new and continued interests 

of women, and is designed to 
contribute to the sharing of 
information among women’s and 
other groups committed to working 
towards equality for women in 
Canada. 


The Women’s Program is the 
primary federal mechanism for 
funding to women’s and other 
voluntary organizations working 
towards equality for women in all 
sectors of Canadian society. The 
Program has three main objectives: 
to increase public understanding 
leading towards action on women’s 
equality issues; to promote the 
organizational development of 
women’s groups so that they can 
work more effectively towards 
equality; and to encourage 
institutions to integrate women’s 
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equality matters into their decision- 
making structures, policies and 
programs. Every year, the Program 
provides support to over 600 organ- 
izations that undertake projects in 
three main funding areas: economic 
equality, social justice, and access 
and participation. 


The federal government, through 
the Women’s Program and other 
initiatives, plays an important 
leadership role in promoting 
women’s equality. The Program is 
one of several partners working 
together to eliminate barriers that 
limit the choices and opportunities 
for women. The Women’s Resource 
Catalogue is one example of the 
concrete results of these 
partnerships. 


Materials have been listed in this 
Catalogue by funding areas and 
topics under those areas. A brief 
description of content, the name and 
address of producer or distributor 
and the price are provided for each 
entry. For the most part, resources in 
this edition will have been produced 
no earlier than 1988. Please note that 
English and French materials in the 
Catalogue are complementary rather 


than translations of each other. They 
are only listed in the language of 
availability. 


Without the assistance of many 
individuals and groups, this 
publication would not have been 
possible. Our thanks go to all those 
who contributed material to the 
fourth edition. 


We sincerely hope that this new 
edition proves to be both a useful 
information tool, and a vehicle of 
communication among Canadians 
committed to removing barriers to 
women’s participation in all aspects 
of Canadian society.
